August Weather Adds 
To Record of Hottest 
Summer for Antioch 



This year will go down in his- 
tory as having one of the hottest 
summers on record. 

The report for August by Co- 
operative observer Roy I. Kufalk 
shows that on 13 days the maxi- 
mum temperature was 90 degrees 
or above, which is perhaps a rec- 
ord (for that month. 

The hottest day was 97 degrees on 
August 21 when in other areas the 
mercury got up to 100. 

The month started out with a 93- 
degree reading but ended with a 
low of 51 degrees Tuesday night.. 

Rainfall for the month was 3.43 
inches.- ..The greatest amount was 
J. 78 inch on Aug. 5 and 6, pnd therq. 
was practically' no rain from then 
on until Monday afternoon when 
1.05 inch fell between 5 p. m. and 
midnight. 

Lack of rain during the three- 
week period was damaging to the 
corn and to the ■ pastures. More 
rain will be needed before the pas- 
tures are back in proper condition. 

The rain Monday ushered in cool- 
er weather which is greatly appre- 
ciated by most persons. 



School's Open, Watch 
For Children Tuesday 

As a million Illinois school chil- 
dren reluctantly forego play- 
grounds for classrooms, Governor 
William G. Stratton joined Chicago 
Motor Club President Chas. M. 
Hayes in a plea to motorists to exer- 
cise increased alertness and reduced 
speeds, \ 

\ The first week of September was 
designated "School's Open Week" 
in Illinois by the governor. In his 
proclamation the governor pointed 
out that thousands of children at- 
tend schools for the first time. -They 
could be frightened at their first 
contact with f moving vehicle traf- 
fic. 

He urged all who drive motor ve- 
hicles "to give due cooperation and 
full recognition to greater consid- 
eration of the children of Illinois 
who also must use the streets, roads 
and highways of our state." 

The "School's Open" drive is the 
sixth annual joint effort of the 
Chicago Motor Club, city and state 
officials. It seeks to bring to a 
halt accident rates which have re- 
sulted in thousands of children be- 
ing injured annually. This year 
15,000 "drive . carefully" Motor 
Club safety posters have ,been 
mailed to municipalities throughout 
Illinois and Indiana: They are be- 
ing posted at busy intersections and 
heavily traveled thoroughfares. 

Last year motorists killed .16 
children and injured 3,378 between 
the ages of 5 to 14 in Chicago alone 
from September 1, 1054 to June 30, 
1955. Club officials said, however, 
only one death and five injuries oc- 
curred at a crossing guarded by 
the school safety patrol* 

There will be 45,000 school pa- 
trol members from the' state's '1,857 
parochial i and public schools help- 
ing Illinois motorists and children 
to make this "School's Open Week," 
as well as the entire school season, 
a safe one.

There was evidence last Friday 
that the Lake County Board of Su- 
pervisors Is about to abolish the 
R-4 residence classification in rural 
areas when the hearing on the peti- 
tion of Mr. and Mrs. Edward A. 
Voss, 3007 Oketo ave., Chicago, to 
reclassify land on Grass Lake rd. 
was heard here in Antioch. 

Although there was no local op- 
position to the petition, or at least 
no one appeared at the hearing in 
the Antioch village hall, Earl H. 
Kane, Mundclein, head of the zon- 
ing board of appeals, said that the 
county officials are considering 
such a move. * 

Under R-4 classification land may 
be subdivided into a frontage of 70 
feet and a total area of 10,000 square 
feet' without approved connection 
to community water systems or 
sowers. 

Its elimination would leave ,R-3 
classification which provides for a 



100-foot minimum frontage and a 
total area of 2,000 square feet. 

• The Vbsses and Benjamin .B,;Ruf- 
folo, Chicago real estate man, who 
claims an interest in the Voss prop- 
erty opposite the Lotus school on 
Grass Lake rd. want rezoning of 
1JB acres of their land rezoned from 
farming to R-4. 

Mr. and Mrs. Voss say they want 
to subdivide only five acres at this 
time, which would permit 14 to 17 
lots ranging in size from 75 x 135 
to 90 x 165 feet, each served with 
a septic tank. . The houses would 
range in price from $8,000 to $10,000. 

•Voss testified that during the past 
18 years income from the land aver- 
age $110 yearly and taxes arc now 
$250. A farmhouse that burned 
was not rebuilt and only a silo used 
for storage remains. ' 

The five-acre tract to be devel- 
oped would be nearest the school.

In war or other emergency, the role played by coal 
is of enormous consequence. The industries it serves 
must swiftly increase their output, and a heavy 
demand falls on coal. Other fuels and sources of 
energy arc largely pre-empted for purely military 
use. Coal is then called upon to fill the vacuum. 

Those facts indicate why the present plight of coal 
— characterized by dangerously low production and 
the virtual disappearance of profits— is a matter of 
grave concern to the country. Coal can't run at low 
speed now and be expected to shift at once into high 
gear when a need arises. To open closed mines and 
to reassemble laid-off working force is tremendously 
expensive — both in money and in time. A solution to 
coal's problems must be found — not in the industry's 
interest but in the general interest.

Corporations for Sale 

Physically speaking New York's famous Wall 
Street isn't much. As Anthony M. Reinach writes in 
The Freeman, "It begins at a graveyard, and ends in- 
gloriously at tho brink of the East River." 'But, he 
goes on, "Wall Street is significant in that it sym- 
bolizes the basic freedom most Americans take for 
granted — the freedom of an individual to seek oppor- 
tunity and expand his own well-being through the 
ownership and exchange of property." 

Wall Street is the home of our principal stock ex- 
change, and other allied financial institutions. With- 
out it, Mr. Reinach points out, we wouldn't have the 
big companies which make, for example, steel and oil 
and farm equipment — "Therefore, there would be no 



cheop oil, no cheap steel and no tractor a farmer could 
afford to buy/* ' And there wouldn't be all the thous- 
and and one other goods and services our corporations 
produce. 

Mr. Reinach makes another very important point. 
"Every business day more than 20,000 companies are 
in the process of changing hands," he says. "They 
are constantly 'up for sale' in the form of pa per 
known as shares of comrrlon slock." Anybody can 
buy this stock in small or |lnrp.e qu antities at prices 
which ore made public every business day and' which 
arc established in a free market. Thus, everybody 
can go into the oil business, the coal business,, the 
chemical business, the auto business, or any other 
business. 

What does Wall Street stand for? It stands for 
economic democracy — which m maintains our political 
democracy, • ■ 

"Government Shall Not Support tho People" 

In 1887, Congress passed a bill appropriating 
$10,000 to buy seed and distribute it to drought-hit 
farmers. President Grover Cleveland acknowledged 
that the motives behind this were benevolent. Yet 
he vetoed the measure, in a message which contained 
this statement: "Though the people support the gov- 
ernment the government should not support the peo- 
ple." The country sorely needs adherence to that 
principle today.

Legal Extortion 

General Motors has been required to notify some 
18,000 workmen that they will have to join a certain 
union by a specified date or lose their jobs, except 
in the 17 states which have passed the right-to-work ' 
laws. This is in accordance with the Taft-Hartley 
act. Under it, when a company signs up for a union 
shop, a non-union man can be hired, but he must join 
the union in 90 days and pay dues or be fired. The 
taw does not even limit assessments that can be 
charged him. 

The issue here is neither pro-union nor anti-union 
—it involves the basic principal of the right of choice 
and the right to work without coercion. 

What becomes of a free country when a man is 
forced to join and pay in order to earn his bread and 
butter? 

Would anyone advocate a law forcing or allow- 
ing General Motors to fire a man if he did not resign 
from a union within 90 days after it hired him? How 
would that be different from the present situation 
where it has to fire him if he doesn't join? 

Here is a good example of might being right. A 
powerful private labor organization can legally extort 
money (dues) from a man on the penalty of having 
him fired. 

Apparently the only solution is for the balance of 
the individual states to pass right-to-work laws as 17 
have already done.

A brand new congress by taking heed of 
Mr. Hoover's Task Force recommendations could 
is making it tough for everybody to freely flex his 
muscle. Congress could get us out of tho corncribs, 
cotton gins and the other tax-cater shenanigans, 
that raise the prices of cornbrcad, night shirts and 
what have you.

A.T.H.S. Graduate Gets 
Fansteel Scholarship to 
Attend Northwestern U. 



Fred J. Clarke. 17, 410 Hardin St., 
Antioch. will enjoy his freshman 
year at Northwestern University 
with his tuition paid in full, all 
because the employees of Fansteel 
Metallurgical Corporation wanted 
to do something to show their re- 
spect and affection for the former 
president and board chairman, Rob- 
ert J. Aitchison. 

When Mr. Aitchison retired last 
December 31 after more than twen- 
ty years of service, the employees 
considered buying him a "gift, such 
as a watch, or something else of 
value to express their appreciation. 
They also considered an oil paint- 
ing for the office lobby — even a 
bronze statue. 

Finally it was realized that prob- 
ably the best thing that could be 
done for Mr. Aitchison was to set 
up a method to carry on a practice 
which had been a part and parcel 
of his personality for many years — 
to help young people help them- 
selves. 

So the Fansteel employees formed 
a committee, elected Henry Berk- 
quist, a Fansteel veteran, as chair- 
man. This committee organized a 
non-profit corporation, the Fansteel 
Employee Scholarship Foundation, 
to collect and administer funds to 
provide college scholarships for de- 
serving, sons or daughters of em- 
ployees of Fansteel or its subsidi- 
aries. The scholarship is known as 
the Robert J. Aitchison Scholar- 
ship. 

The fund is made up of contribu- 



tions from employees, most of them 
• anonymous, which are deposited in 
a trust fund. .According to Hay- 
den G. Fulton, treasurer of the 
Foundation, it is hoped that the 
fund will be invested so that in- 
come will provide at least one 
schoarship each year. 

( The recipient of the scholarship is 
selected from high school graduat- 
ing classes. First, he must be the 
son or daughter of an employee of 
Fansteel or one of its subsidiaries 
(Vascoloy-Ramet Corporation' • in 
Waukegan and WW Alloys, Inc., in 
Detroit,) His school grades, of 
course, must be outstanding, but erf 
almost equal importance are his' 
ambitions for higher education and 
his attitudes. Finally, there must 
be a need for financial assistance. 

Selection is made by a committee 
consisting of Joseph A. Tcece and 
Earl Tveit from Fansteel. Guy An- 
derson of Vascoloy-Ramet, Clarence 
Pritchard of Waukegan Township 
High School, William Herbster of 
Community High School, North Chi- 
cago, and Arsene Denoyer of Unit- 
ed Educators. 

Fred Clarke graduated from An- 
tioch Township High School in 
June with high honors. He is the 
son of George R, Clarke, a Fan- 
steel employee. Fred is entering 
the Technology Institute at North- 
western University this fall, and in- 
tends ito become an Industrial en- 
gineer. His Aitchison Scholarship 
is sufficient to pay ihis tuition dur- 
ing the freshman year, and he has 
been offered employment as a 
trainee in the Fansteel industrial 
engineering department during the 
summer of 1956.

Large And Small, 
Number In Hundreds 

LONDON-Grcut Britain Is the 
earth's, eighth largest Island. You 
would expect the British to let It 
itand at that. Instead, the major 
British Isles arc fringed with hun- 
dreds of smaller ones, some In 
flocks and coveys, and others 
standing In stark Isolation. While 
this clutters things up consider- 
ably, It works out to the advantage 
of the vacationist -for some of ' 
Britain's best travel attractions ' 
lie a little way onshore. 

Someone has put the number of 
British Isles at 062. This figure 
undoubtedly Includes every bit of 
,'And surrounded by water large 
enough to stretch your legs on 
and above water at high tide. 

Not all of Britain's islands are 
tiny, but none of them Is without 
color. Four of the most Important 
groups, for example, keep alive 
something of the tongues they 
spoke before English. 

The Channel Islands — Jersey, 
Guernsey, Alderney, Sark and 
scores of lesser ones — cling to 
their Breton dialect. Just off 
France, they arc the last rem- 
nants of William the Conqueror's 
original French realm. 

Good-sized* Isle of Man and its 
tiny satellites lie in the Irish sea, 
in easy reach of England, Wales, 
Scotland, Northern Ireland and 
Eire. Here the Manx language, a. 
form of Celtic, survives In written 
form, along with assorted wee 
folk (a fairy queen's, own cup Is 
In the Manx Museum). 

The west of Scotland is half 
islands, some hugging the main- , 
land and others, like the Outer 
Hebrides, separated by broad 
straits. 



'Four-Hour' Pills 

May Be Outmoded 

NEW YORK— Taking pills every 
"four hours" may be a thing of 
the past. They're now putting out 
pills "with a built-in memory"; 
the medicine being put Into "ex- 
tended action tablets" which pro* 
duce their effects evenly through 
the night. • ■ r 

The tablet consists of two parts. 
The outer coating, or shell, con- 
tains one dose. This dissolves In 
the stomach immediately and 
passes Into" the small intestine, 
where it Is effective for three or 
four hours. ' 

Then the inner core of the tablet 

takes over. It is equal to two old- 
fashioned tablets. Passing Into the 
small Intestine intact, It dissolves 
slowly. It's like a piece of hard 
candy In the mouth, only It takes 
hours to dissolves, not minutes. 

Often a doctor prescribes a med- 
ication because he wants the pa- 
tient to benefit from- the sustained 
effect, round-the-clock, over days, 
weeks, or even months. Under the: 
new regime, one tablet each morn- 
ing and one at night does the trick.

It 
Isn't unusually thick, but must re- 
main intact when a %-lnch steel 
ball Is dropped from a height of 
50 inches onto its front surface. 
In other words, it has about twice 
the Impact strength of a regular 
lens of equal thickness. And it's 
approximately five times as re- 
sistant to breakage when dropped 
on the floor.

WASHINGTON— How old was a 
dead man? How old, for that 
matter. Is a living man? > 

There arc numerous skeltal cri- 
teria* for determining age, none 
by Itself completely conclusive but 
a combination of which has a 
high reliability. Such an age- 
measuring rod often Is an Impor- 
tant requirement In crime detec- 
tion, positive identification of war 
dead, valldiflcatlon of wills, and. 
many other fields. 

A little-explored subject is the 
relation of the soft parts of the 
body to the underlying bones. 
From a skull a thousand years 
old, for. example, It probably would 
be possible to construct a quite 
' realistic portrait of the living In- 
dividual. 

In establishing identification, 
scientists say, accurate impres- 
sions of the teeth, in which all 
contours of the original teeth are 
recorded, can bo as valuable and 
as reliable as fingerprints. The 
blood group to which one belongs 
can be determined long after 
death from the bones.

No Worse Problem 

NEW YORK— Although the men- 
tal health problem In the United 
States has been growing in mag- 
nitude over the past 20 years, 
certain features of the problem 
appear worse than 'they really 
arc, says a life Insurance com- 
pany's recent report. 

Although the number of first ad- 
missions of psychiatric patients to 
hospitals for long-term care has 
increased more than 60 per cent 
over the 20-year period, and the 
number of patients under care 
has risen almost as rapidly, a 
substantial part of the rise re- 
flects merely the Increase in popu- 
lation and the growing proportion 
of people at the older ages. 

In New York State, for example, 
about 30 per cent of the Increase 
In first admissions of women to 
mental hospitals' during the past 
two decades is accounted for by 
these population factors.

SECTION 1: That hereafter it 
shall be unlawful for any person 
to start or cause to be started, or 
knowingly permit to be started or 
set on any premises within the 
First Fire Protection District of 
Antioch Township any fire, com- 



monly called a grass fire, for the 
purpose of burning grass, weeds, 
leaves or other combustible ma- 
terial, without first obtaining a 
permit therefor from the Chief at 
Antioch Fire Department. 

SECTION 2: Any person desir- 
ing to set such a fire shall make a 
written application for such permit 
addressed to the President and 
Board* of Trustees of the First Fire 
Protection District of Antidch 
Township, which application for 
permit shall state th*a* location 
where such fire ls*tb be'sit, ( the ap- 
promimate size of the area to be 
burned over, and the number of 
persons who will be in charge of 
said proposed fire to guard against 
its getting out of control. Such ap- 
plication shall further state that 
(the applicant will be responsible 
for and assume all costs and dam- 
ages that may;, result from the set- 
ing of such fire including costs to 
•the First Fire Protection District 
of Antioch township of the opera- 
tion of its fire department, in case 
such fire department shall be called, 
to extinguish such fire, or any fire 
resulting therefrom. 

SECTION 3: Upon the filing with 
the Fire Chlpf of such application 
and complying with the require-
